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A recent report by the California 

Integrated Waste Management 

Board showed that Los Gatos 

Residents produce an average of 

3.9 pounds of waste per person, 

per day.   

 

If each Los Gatos Resident could 

divert 2 pounds of waste per 

week, for 1 year, together we 

could prevent over 635 tons of 

waste from going to our landfill!  

 

Reuse, resale and donation are 

great options when it comes to 

waste diversion.  In 2008 over 1.5 

tons of goods were donated at the 

Town’s Second Chance Day 

Donation Drive.  These items 

benefitted local shelters and non-

profits instead of becoming 

waste.   

 

   

 

      

 

  

 

 

 

 

 

���� Circulate Wisely 

Circulate documents by email or single 

draft copy for department members to 

sign-off on. Also, use inter-office 

circulation envelopes to send documents 

inter-departmentally. Standard circulation 

envelopes can be reused at least 50 times 

each! 
 

���� Purchase Reusables 
Purchase reusable office products such as 

refillable pens, erasable white boards and 

reusable wall calendars.   
 

���� Store it for later 
Exchange or store unused furniture and 

office supplies as these items may come in 

handy later.  Consider a storage closet for 

surplus supplies such as bulletin boards, 

paper trays, desk organizers, etc.
